Projected student totals at ATHS 
have indicated there will be enroll- 
ments of 705 this coming school 
year, 776 in 1901.-82, 800 iln 1962-63, 
817 in 1963-64, 853 in 1964-65, 847 
in 1965-66, 875 in 1966-67, and 892 
in 1967-68. 

This is not allowing for new peo- 
ple coming into the high school dis- 
trict, but does allow for a normal 
4 per cent drop out in a four-year 
period. 

These figures are based on the 
number of boys and girls in the 



first, second, third, fourth, fifth, 
sixth, seventh and eighth grades in 
the^dtatrlct and the number in the 
frosli, soph and junior classes in 
the 1959-60 school year. 

For instance the 228 first graders 
in the high school district, the 233 



second graders, the 228 third grad- 
ers and the 240 fourth graders 
would total 929 as freshmen, sophs, 
juniors and seniors in 1967-68. 

Allowing for the 4 per-cent drop- 
out in that 4-year period, it would 
be 892.

Sewerage and water system Im- 
provements in the village of ; Anti - , 
och will take up a major portion 
of the $738,250 budget for the lis* 
cal year of 1900-61 adopted by the 
board of trustees last Friday eve- 
ning. - 

Budgeting for this work was 
$508,500, including $104,500 ,for 
sewer extension work and $200,000 
for enlargement of the sewerage' 
disposal plant. 

' Land for the extension of. the 
plant has been obtained adjacent to 
the sewerage disposal unit. This 
job was considered mandatory be- 
fore any extension of sewer mains 
was made. 

Oakwood Knolls subdivision was 
a major proponent of sewer main , 
extension work, as it was said sep- 
tic tanks in that subdivision are hav- 
ing trouble taking the loads now 
imposed... . 

A new,, lift station to help take 
care of low spots in the sewerage 
system would be built at a cost es- 
timated at $25,000. 

Water main extension work under 
the ordinance adopted last Friday 
would cost $09,000. 

The $738,260 budget for 1900-01 
was almost $38,000 higher than the 
one approved for 1959-00. 

Under the various divisions of the 
budget the administrative depart- 
ment will receive $5,500, accounts 
and finance, $4,750; police $27,600; 
public works and buildings, $23,- 
350; fire department, $8,250. 

Others are health, $350; legal 
$2,200; street, $58,850; parking meter 
fund, $0,500; insurance, $800; parks 
and playgrounds maintenance, 
$2,000;general contingent fund, 
$12,000; social security contribu- 
tions, $2,000, and off street parkins ' 
fund, $10,000. 

The latter includes purchase and 
/or acquisition of off-street parking' 
property or facilities in the amount 
of $2,500, plus $7,500 for the im- 
provements to off-street parking fa- 
cilities. 

The $75,450 budgeted for the 
water sewerage fund would be re- 
ceeived through revenue received 
from water sales and sewer service 
and other miscllanous receipts with- 
in the sewer and water department.

Bong Air Base 
Disposal Okayed 
By House Group 

WASHINGTON, D. C— (Special) 
Congressman Gerald T. Flynn (D. 
Wis.) announced Wednesday that 
the Armed Services committee of 
the house of representatives had 
approved disposal of Bong Air 
Force base through the general ser- 
vices administration. 

Chairman Carl Vinson earlier had 
insisted that the surplus declaration 
be held up pending further efforts 
to find some other constructive, 
Federal use for the Base.. 

Flynn said the committee had in- 
structed the Air Force to prepare 
and forward appropriate papers de- 
claring Bong Air Force Base "sur- 
plus" to its needs. 

"During a 30-day waiting period," 
Flynn said, "the state through the., 
governor's office and the develop- 
ment resources corporation will 
have an opportunity to make appro- 
priate plans for buying up and tak- 
ing over Bong base. 

"I have made preliminary con- 
tact with the general services ad- 
ministration "and with the interior 
department to secure 2,000 acres of 
Bong base land for conservation 
purposes in the form of a wildlife 
refuge or preserve. 

"I have conferred with the de- 
partment of health, education and 
welfare to secure approximately 300 
acres for a school forest with each 
school in Racine and Kenosha cc 
tics participating. 

"I have also made certain 
taining the land needed by the 
Town of Brighton for school pur- 
poses." 

Flynn urged purchase of the re- 
maining Bong base property by the 
state of Wisconsin to insure ifs 
eventual development as an indus- 
trial park to bring increased em- 
ployment and added prosperity to 
sonthern Wisconsin.

Base to be turned over to GSA for 
disposal by August 22, or shortly 
thereafter.

The Republican Party in Lake County kicks off its campaign for the 
general election on Sunday by wheeling in some of the big guns of the 
party for. the steer roast being presented by the Warren Township Repub- 
lican Club at the Viking Home in Gurnee. 

Gov. William G. Stratton is listed as the No. 1 
speaker and wilL be backed up by' Con. Marguerite Stitt 
Church on the speakers platform. 

By that time the Republican convention will have 
run its course and Gov. Stratton may be coming here in 
a different role, possibly as a candidate for the U. S. 
Senate. 

Stratton's backing of Sen. Everett M. Dirksen for 
the vice presidential nomination is being interpreted 1 in 
some corners as a move to create a Senate vacancy into 
which he could move himself thus avoiding a showdown 
at the polling places with Otto Kerner, the Democratic 
nominee for governor. 

There have been recurrent rumors that Gov. Stratton 
Durkin would not be in the running for re-election come Novem- 

ber. 

This, of course, will depend on the action of the convention in picking 

a running mate for Vice President Nixon.

Waukegan civic and business leaders met with Waukegan Supervisor 

-Augie Cepon and Mayor Robert Sabonjian Saturday to map strategy in 

the fight to keep the courthouse and county seat on the present courthouse 

square, and 'even more- important, to push for the construction jal a new 

courthouse and county office building on the historic site. 

Essentially the Waukegan leaders feel that the legal and political ob- 
stacles to a shift of the county seat are almost insurmountable and they 
will concentrate their efforts on the construction of a new building to 
house the many county activities which are being scattered around the 
city of Waukegan and the county. 

Mavor Sabonjian assured the group that the city would take steps to 
eliminate any parking problem if a survey shows that one exists in the 
courthouse area. 

"We can't put all the cars at the entrance to the courthouse any more 
than builders of a football stadium can put in nothing but 50 yard seats, 
but we can make certain that those using the courthouse can park their 
cars witin a reasonable distance of the courthouse," Mayor Sabonjian 
declared. 

Despite the circulation of petitions advocating moving the courthouse 
chances are few backers of the plan expect it to succeed. 

Rather they are hoping to stall any plans for progress in that direction 
and will, use the need for sanitary improvements, new water facilities, and 
drainage control as arguments against the spending of money for court- 
house construction.

State Rep, W. J. Murphy is really in there swinging on the proposal to 
build a series of dams along the DesPlaines River to control spring flood- 
ing, but it's hard to tell if he is opposed to the plan because it is Cook 
County-inspired or because it is a bad plan.
